Three frames of film vie for the camera’s attention in an 
interpretation of a dada poem. 

Screenplay (Barry J.C. Purves), UK, 1992. A Japanese legend is told with puppet animation. 1992 
Academy Award nominee. 

Rex the Runt: How Dinosaurs Became Extinct (Richard GoleszowskL) UK, 1991. Rex, the wobbly 
claymation dog, discovers how dinosaurs met their fate. 

My Dog Zero (Joe Murray) USA, 1992. A lonely man has an accident-prone dog. 

How to Make a Decision (Matthew Bruner) USA, 1992, Examination of the bizarre Rube-Goldberg- 
style contraption high government officials use to make decisions. 

The Wrong Trousers (Nick Park) UK, 1993. Inventor Wallace and his faithful dog Grommit star in a 
claymation tale of intrigue. 1993 Academy Award wirmer. 

Radioactive Nose (Terry Emmons/Nick Ilyin) USA, 1991. A congressional witness tries to downplay 
the impact of a toxic waste dump, but his computer-animated nose betrays him. 

Mona Lisa Descending a Staircase (Joan Gratz) USA, 1991. A tour-de-force clay-painting survey of 
modem art. 1992 Academy Award winner. 

Rex the Runt: Dreams (Richard GoleszowsM) UK, 1991. Qay dog Rex has strange dreams. 

Pro& Con (Joan Gratz/Joanna Priestly) A claymation and cel artimation examination of two perspec- 
tives on our penal system.
